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THE WINTER TRAIL, 


The Trip of the Peace River Home- 
steader Inte Town ts a Raré Treat. 
‘The oxen drive up tothe deor of 

the Homestéader’s sod-roofed shack, 

bedding and, grub-box afe thrown by 
the baled hay on the sleigh rack, and 
hurrah for civilization! The drive may 


,be two. hundred, ‘five, seven hundred 
. (or more miles. But what is that? The 
grub-box is the mainthing (with good 
weather and luck). ; 

In the, grub-box you will find plen- 
ty of ‘small bannocks—these will not 
freeze’ as solid as brad and’ can be 
rapidly thawed out. There is a bag 
of boiléd potatoes, frozen, likewise one 
of chopped’ meat patties, and the ba- 
con—baton which is always with the 
Peace River freighter....A pail of sy- 
rup, granite cup, plate, a butcher 
» knife, fork, spoon, fry-pan and ‘copper 

tea-pail complete the outfit. | 

At noon, while the oxen_or horses 
eat their hay, the traveler cooks and 
eats his dfner by a fire in the open. 
If there is no water available, he 
melts snow in his~tea-pail, it _occa- 
sionally” being” nécéssary to” melt. 
snow for, the oxen as well when the 
frost has gone to the bottom of every 
creek. Western animals will lick con- 
siderable snow, but the waterhole in 
the river is met with delight by man 
and ox. 

And supper—why, that’s just an- 
other me.] prepared in the same way, 
but this time camp is. made, i.e., the 
team .is, if possible, sheltered in a 
clump -of. spruce or willow, Dry 
branches, hay or preferably spruce 
boughs are thrown uear the campfire 
—the big, heating campfire which fol- 
lows the cooking fire—to insulate the | 
sleeper from the snow or frozen 
_ground under him. 

Very few. people are so reckless as 
to travel after night. It doesn’t pay, 
except on a few stretches of good 
trail, well known to the driver. Lake 
and river trails are now and’ then 
used in good moonlight. " 

It is-roll up his bed before 
feed the oxen, breakfast and away in 
the same manner as before, until | 
within range of. the bunk-houses, |

Sleighs will break, runners. curl 
under their loads, dogs snap and. let 
loads slide back in steep places, some- 
times. dragging a- team down, and 
off their feet at that. Roughlocks dip

quisition.. There &re also: upsets. 
Every trail has its dead oxen, horses 
and little dead colts. Yet your west- 
erner pushes on through plain or tall 
timbers, ever with an eye for lost 
horse or ox shoes, and, where there 
} is no forge, shoes his own horse, even 
taking chances on wire nails, which 
he drives in the hoof with the back 
of his axe.—Lila EB.

Orientats Object. 


The question-of the employment of 
white girl labor in Ofiental business 
houses is a live question in’ the 
larger Canadian cities, but especially 
in. Western Canada. There a large 
number of Chinese and Japanese are 
owners of laundries, eating houses 
and even géneral stores; and these 
have been accustomed to -employ 
white girls. Recently the Legislature 
of ‘the—Province of Saskatchewan 
passed an act forbidding the employ- 
ment of white girls in such establish- 
ments.

Thd President of Switzerland 

The President. of Switzerlaand is 
so hedged abot ‘by the Coristitution 
that, except for official purposes and 
to facilitate the exchange .of- courte- 
sles and of amicable understandings 
with foreign nations, he has no nore 
standing than the other six members 
of the council of which he forms:a 
part. He is elected for one year, has 
no official residence, and his’ chief 
business is to sign the documents of 
the Bundesrat or Couticil of Seven. 
His salary is, if our money, equal to 
about $3,600 a year, and there is no 
provision for private expenses, sich 
as traveling or entertaining. He is 
expected to live In the capital of tte 
country during thé year he holds of- 
fice. : His associaté members {in the 
Bundesrat get $3,000 a year, and they 
are elected for three years, their votes 
hfiving the same force as that of the 
President. 

As a‘rule -the President of Switzer- 
land is before election a member of 
this councfl, and is elected to the 
higher—office—without—opposition;—but 
in—1883--he- had-a ftval;and--though 
he won in-the election he was unable 
to._.stpport..what-in-—his--country. is- 
looked upon as an affront, and com- 
mitted suicide before his inauguration. 

In this connection it might be well

1608 Burbage was performing at the 
Globe theater on the night of June 29, 
1613, when that edifice was burned. 
This was shortly after Stiakespeare 
“had given up the stage and retired 
Dpon a competency to his native town 
| of Stratford. It is said that because 
of this disaster not one line of a drama 
by Shakespeare, in his handwriting or 
in the handwriting of that périod, has 

been preserved. . 
Burbage died March 16, 1618, two 
years after Shakespeare, and his death 
‘was the occasion for much more elegi- 
ac effusion than had followed the death 
of his great but modest friend. The

verely and gave him what post mortem 
payment they could. It is said that 
Burbage was also a successful painter
